A nnmerously e.ttended meeting of tba 
•bo»e Society was bold at the Angela Col- 
lego OQ Saturday aftetooon, presided over 
by Ihe Lord Bishop of the Diooasa. Amongst 
tbo gentlameD present ve observed the Very 
Rev De*n Oridgo, Re»8 Hayraan, Gfibboll, 
" JeoQS and Owen, Chief Justioe Needham, 
Attorney Geuotal Oreaae, Mesirs MoOrelgbl, 
Alston, Drake, Ward, J D Pemberton, Re, 
gistrar Woods, Fiolaysoo, Dr Toltnic, Burn- 
aby, Slahlscbmidt, Ilarvoy, Spark, B N. 

His Lordship opened the proceodings with 
prayer. HIa Lordship than uddrcjsod the 
meeting fn an eloquent speech in which he 
described the diOioolliei nuder whioh the 
Church labored in tbia Oolony. The Church 
in Canada had the assistance of original en- 
dowments, and in Victoria, Australia, a sum 
«)f JE'20,C0O was set Q«ido for Chnrch pur- 
poses, aflording an average of £200 to oaoh 
of tbe congregations. la this Oolony y»e 
«fe only malting a beginning, and owing to 
the shifting character of the population, the 
\»ork was necessatily slow. Even such 
difficultiei had not been bo great aa to pre- 
vent tbe steady progrcsJ of God's good work 
whioh wen' steadily forward. The schools 
io oooneotion with the Church, had been suc- 
cessful, and were duly appreciated by the 
oolootats. The iostrnotioo impacted to the 
Indians, altboueh surrounded by many ob- 
atncles, had broaaht forth fruit, and nuni' 
bets were now tatniliar with the meaning of 
the gospel and were preparing tor a holy and 
great eternity iu an iotolligant spirit. The 
■accoBS achieved at the lirsl gave encourag- 
meot to continue and advance ; but to this 
end it required the active oo- operation of all 
the congregations in the diocese, led by a 
fiithfai olerRy and asiisied by the heads of 
ail the families in the land, for the Bake ol 
their children and society. In tbe days to 
come they would al?o be assisted by the 
young who would take a lively interest in 
•11 pertaining to tbe Church ol their fathers. 
We had the CO operatirn ot our brave and 
honored friends who visited ua in Her Ma^ 
jaety'i Bhips, and who no doubt fell irat 
they were teproducioB the reUgipo of o^r 
Mother country. Suoti good work woold 
never be stopped. Hh would not detain the 
meeting with details, although he had re-, 
oeived many interesting letters from the 
Cleraymen in the various diatricia of this great 
Colony of the British Crown. These letters 
tell ol difficoltieB, but they also told of a con- 
stent determination to go forward. This be- 
ing the annual mee.iosr, tbe report would now 
be read by the Rev Mr Hayman the Secre- 
tary, to the Society. His Lordstiip was lis- 
tened to with the most earnest attention. 

The fiev Mr Hayman then read the report 
which was of a highly favorable character, 
and demonstrated the growing lavor in which 
the Society was held by tbo, people of .Britub 
Colombia. , , 

Mr VVard, tbe Treasurer, then read to the 
meeting tbe list of subdcriptions and dona- 
tions, which showed an available balance of 
f3T6 oTet all expandi|m 

The meeting then prooeeded to the elee 
tion ot a committee for tbe ensuing year, 
when thfi following gentlemen were declared 
duly elected :—R'.v8 Jeans, Gribbell, Hay- 
man, Messrs McCreipht. Drake, Crease, Mo* 
Donald, Robertson, J D Poajberton, Alston, 
Spark, Wood, Finlaysun, Buehby. 
. Tli« motion of Mr Spark,; , of vbich notice 
Bad been given at a pravioij^yjin^eling, was 
read by Mr Hayman ; he roodtatoMded a 
change in the formation and ■inb^W'aOtion 
in the oommiiitc eo ai to givii 't a broader 

'^^Mr Drake moved that the report be udopt- 
ed. and together with the rules, objoota and 
oonatitutlon of the Society, with a list of the 
■ubscriptions and donations, be printed. Ho 
congratulated the Society oo its progress and 
was sure that their oo.operation in the good 
work would be of very great advantage, as 
their eQorta would only bo of o epaamodic 
character otherwise. They mast rely entire- 
ly on the exertions of meuibere, uud ho hoped 
tbey woold soon be able to tree themselves 
from outside help. The Echools and various 
objects oonneoied with them, the Indian 
missions and the support ot the Church 
gonorally, were oljjocta worthy the greatest 
exertions on the part of ull. 

Bbv Dean Ciidge could only re-echo Mr 
Drake. The meeting to-day had on air of 
business about it, and the well known char- 
acter of the gootlemon present was an earn- 
est ol future succesa. The Society was not 
likely to fail io its objeets, as its base was on 
a rook as firm as thai on which tho Ctiuroh 
was built. It was the duty of those in Eng- 
land to send the gospel abroad, but how 
much more was it the duty of thojo who 
were in immediate eontaot with tbe people 
requirine their aid. The progress already 
maJo by the rfooiiiy was encouraging, and 
he hoped it would continae to progress. He 
gooonded the resolution o[ Mr Drake. 
. The resolution was then put to the meet- 
ing and carried unanimously. 

His Honor Cbiel Juatioe Needham rose to 
offer tbe next resolution, to the efleot that the 
Society and tho Obaroh generally in Ibis 
Colony, tenders its warmest thanks to those 
friends io England who have so geuorously 
oontributed to ihu Columbian Mission luiid, 
and ,lt 18 earnestly hoped that those kind ot- 
forts will be conliiiaod, so that tbo vatioua 
missions establiabed by the Biahop may not 
bo allowed to litil. We were greatly Indebt- 
ed in tbia Colony to the ColUnnbia MiesloD 
fund, which hud neot to this Co'ony between 
£30,000 and XIO.OOO. It was owing, no 
doubt, in a great measure, lo the high es- 
teem In wbloU oar Bishop was held on tho 
' otbw ildei that enabled himself and friecda 
''I i.to KQComptiib ao muob. We had bore a wide 
' field foe tHe . Uboci or.tbe Cbarob, ftOCl!U 



woDldXbe loctf before we oonld go alone un 
aided, ind/wo therefore hoped the Mcthor 
Ohurcb yoold continue that aid. We ex- 
presseJ our gratitude for past favors with a 
lively sense of favors to oomo. The efforts 
nji><le by the Ohorch here, were far from dia- 
(.'oaraging. tl«y bad ereated tba okoloton 
They had planted Missionathat were produc- 
log very promising results. The Indian Mis- 
sion at Cowichan was attended by an average 
of between 60 and 70 and we had Indian 
MlBBidnii '^ery inboti larger; ^We aboiild: not 
talk of ibe rewards of our labors,'but whether 
wo bad salisGed our own consciences. 

Mr Finlayson in seconding tbe resolution 
had only to say, that parents in this Colony 
had tnuoh reason to bo thankful to the 
Mother Country, for tbe timely aid afforded 
U8, ond be aa one of the mbmbers of the 
Churctr, expressed bia, gratjtnde. 
The reaolution°'frB8 cartted unaoimou"'v>

liberal assistance L^/oVa'-'d thalYo' view ot 
,h„"Slant condition of tbo Colony, and its 
aevere momentary vicissiiudos during the 
past four years, this meetiue ventures io ex- 
preia a hope that tho society will not only 
continue for soma years its grant ondirninishs 
ed, but will also if poseible, inoraase the 
same. Without the aid re,2iT- 1 uom that 
Society the efforiB of the Chnrch most have 
boon confined to the clergy « "Victoria alone. 
In view of the early dcp rtuiG ol our Bishop 
for Englond, it would strongtiiea h's handa 
when io that country, by ahowing that tho 
people of this Colony wero not forgotfiil ot 
the aid received from home. Without tho 
Soelety here, and the efiorts made by lis 
members in support of the Church, His 
LordHhip woold hardly vooluro again to Eng- 
land to ask for help. 

llev Mr Jeor^s eoconded tho resolution. 
Tho hon Atlornajr General would be very 
sorry to allow this resolution to puss witbuii; 
expressing how deeply thttiikful ho was lo the 
Socioly at home for their help in the temponil 
^art of the work in this Colony, lla hoped, 
however, that by constant uud daily ef- 
forts they would bo able to coulinuo thoir 
work, even without granta from home, with 
Ood's blessing. This waa the first time be 
had bean ablW to join a meetiog of the Society, 
but bo would venture to suggest that a num- 
ber of the laiiy should join with the clergy 
in carrying out the objects of this Society. If 
gifts of laud were bestowed on the Soeicty, al. 
though of little value now, they would ulti- 
mately btcoma so valuable that tho Society 
would be selfsupporting. He thou^bt some 
plan should be adopted by which g'fta oud do- 
nations from tho congrogittioua tliemsolvca 
might be collected and applied by way of on- 
'lowments. Ho thought our most grateful 
thanks were due to the Society from whom 
we bad received so much generous assistance. 
The resolution was carried unanimously. 
Mr McOreight tsodered tbe thanks of the 
ineoting to His Lordahip, the Bishop of tho 
Dioceao, for his kindness and atteatioa te the 
afFAirs of the Society, and thoy a'l felt ex^ 
tremely grateful tor bia arduous labors in bo- 
half of tbo Ohurcb. 

Mr Spark aoconded tbo resolution. Ho 
trusted, with tho cooperation of those who hud 
the power, that the Church of this Colony 
would soon bo self supporting; but whatever 
tho poaition might be, he would always joyfully 
give bia best efTurta in furthering its progresa. 

His Honor, the Chief Juatioe, then put tbo 
reaolulion, which waa carried unanimoualy. 

Hia Lordebip, the Bishop, briefly replied — 
and thought that a more beany ojr.»r-.»i.j- 
wbttld" ejtlst' between tho clergy and laity if 
they knew eaob other better. 

The meeting then adjourned until this day 
week. ^

The 
evidence was enliioly oirourastanlial, and of 
eo fliiney a character that it could ncvur 
have inilusnoed tho minds of a IBtitish Jur'y 
ogainst the prisoner. Since the oonviotion 
and ssnlenoe of Bandall one of the olexks 
has been arroBted charged with the commis- 
sion of the orimo.

Tbe U S R C Wyanda.Capl White, bjings 
news from that remote leotion to the 24th 
January. Troubles with the lodiana have 
alreai'v commi>nced. A Obief ot the Obill- 
cots (who with a Qomber of his tribe bad 
gone to Sitka to trade) got drnnk one even- 
ing and when ordered without the atockado 
at dusk — aa is the military custom there- 
lagged behind his fellows. Tho sentry gave 
him a 'prod' with tbo bait of hia mueket, 
when the Obief turned, wrested tbe weapon 
from the soldier and ran with it to bia lodge 
at the Sitka Indian village. Tho officera of 
the garrison repaired to tho lodge and de- 
manded tbe roluta of the weapon and the 
aurrender of the Ohiol. They were defied 
and tbe red flag waa hoisted over tbe Obitleot 
lodge. The Sitkas displayed tbe white flag, 
as a token of ami<y. On the following 
morning the gune of the stoekade were di 
reeled towards the Tillage and the gunboat 
Saginaw ond Uovenuo Cutter liBliaoee 
opened their ports and got ready to bombard 
the Bovogea. A file of soldiers wero then 
ssnt to tho Chillooia, and tho Chief, after a 
parley, surrendered and waa takon to the 
guatdhouBB where ho waa kept in confiQemout 
two weeks and then let loose. Daring the 
time trouble was anticipated; an order was 
issued by General Davis that no Indians 
should be allowod to leave the harbor with 
out permission from the officer of tbe day. 
The order, uolortaoBtely,i bad not been re' 
aoinded, when, a few days alter the liberation 
o< the Cbi«f, a oaooe lull of Chillcots 
started for homo. A sentry near tho beach 
ordered the oanoe to stop. The Indians, per 
bapa not understanding the doniaod, kept on 
iheir way, nod the sentries immediately 
opened liro upon them, killing four outright 
and wounding .threo others— one mortally 
The event ia greatly deplored by tbe military 
auihoritiea, 

A grond bull was given to tho oflicera ol 
the garrison by tho ollicora of the Wyanda 
on the 22d ult. It was largely attended 
Forty ladies were present. While proceeding 
North from Victoria the Wyanda atruok a 
rb6k hbCUid dowb on tbe obart, and loiit a 
part ' of her keel; In ooming down she ran 
on Bhotber rook. She will proceed to Stin 
Franoiaco and igo oo the dock. What a pity 
wo have no dbbk here where abe oould be 
repaired.
